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Detailed Description of the Invention 

The present invention is directed to a method for 
producing microcapsules containing an aqueous solution. 
Especially, the present invention is directed to a method 
for including an aqueous solution into microcapsules by 
employing a solution of transforming substance in an 
organic solvent which is immiscible with water and employing 
an surface active agent. 
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Example 1 

In 20 ml of carbon tetrachloride is added 2 g of 
polystyrene to give a solution. To this solution is added 
6 ml of pure water, and the mixture is emulsified to give 
the first emulsion. Separately, 200 ml of an aqueous solution 
of 0.2 g of sodium salt of sulfate ester of polyoxyethylene- 
nonylphenylether as a surface active agent is prepared. The 
aqueous solution is previously warned at 60*C, and then to 
the solution is added said first emulsion; and the mixture 
is emulsified to give the second emulsion. The temperature 
of the system is gradually elevated to 80«C so as to 
evaporate off carbon tetrachloride, whereby microcapsules 
of 50 to 100 y are emerged. 

Thus obtained microcapsules have no pinholes or 
cracks in the wall. This process gives no polystyrene ball 
whose center is empty or whose center is crammed with the 
wall-foaming agent. The polystyrene (2 g) employed is 
quantitatively consumed to form the microcapsule, and the 
yield is near 100 %. These capsules are recovered by 
precipitation, washing with water, centrif ugation, etc., 
as powders. 
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Extent of Claim for Patent 

1. A method for producing microcapsules containing 

hydrophilic substance, characterizing by emulsifying an 
aqueous solution with a solution of wall-foaming substance 
in a water-immiscible organic solvent, suspending thus 
obtained emulsion in an aqueous solution of a surface 
active agent, and then warming the suspension so as to 
evaporate off the solvent which solve the wall-foaming 
substance. 
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
